OD’S COMMAND TO His peo- 

ple through the ages has been, 

“go forward,” and “Ye have 
compassed this mount long enough.” The 
title of our radio broadcast is indicative 
of our awareness of God’s command, 
“forward.” Even though this broadcast 
is just beginning, we have already ex- 
perienced gratifying response, causing 
rejoicing both of those who are re- 
sponsible for the production of the 
broadcast and of the listeners. The out- 
standing increase in the number of sta- 
tions carrying our program and the new 
doors opening daily are advancing at a 
rapid rate. 

Perhaps it might be well to give some 
reasons why the Church is sponsoring a 
radio broadcast. Out of the many rea- 
sons that might be given, I shall limit 
myself to only a few. 

Contrary to a widespread idea that 
radio is losing its popularity is the fact 
that radio audiences are constantly in- 
creasing. The number of radio sets sold 
is at an all time high in the history 
of the United States. There are at present 
approximately 140 million radio sets in 
the United States and the number of 
sets being sold is increasing daily. At 
the beginning of 1959 there were 175 
million people living in the United 
States. With 140 million radio sets pos- 
sessed by Americans, it means that eighty 
per cent of the population has a radio. 
What a tremendous opportunity to reach 
all of these people. 

Many of these people are shut-ins who 
cannot go to church. We owe them the 
debt of getting the gospel to them. Pic- 
ture, if you will, men and women who 
have passed the prime of life. Quite a

The spirit of going is still as strong as it 
ever was, but their bodies have aged 
and no longer can respond to the inner 
urge to go. They miss the services of 
their church and long to hear as much 
as ever the resounding proclamation of 
the gospel. Shall we deny them the 
privilege of hearing Church of God serv- 
ices? We who have the opportunity of 
going to the house of God should make 
every possible effort to get the church 
services by way of radio to these senior 
brothers and sisters of the Church. 


May I point out also the need of those 
who are deprived of church attendance 
because of physical infirmities. They 
need the church services as much as, 
or perhaps more than, those who are 
not so handicapped. Their day can be 
brighter and their burdens more tolerable 
by enjoying once a week the good sing- 
ing which we hear daily and the fervent 
preaching of a God-anointed Church of 
God minister which we too often take for 
granted. This weekly broadcast is to them 
a rare privilege which they greatly en- 
joy. It is our duty, therefore, to see that 
these good people shall have the joy of 
having church services come into their 
homes. You may not live in the im- 
mediate vicinity of a radio broadcast of 
“Forward in Faith,” but you can rejoice 
that by your giving you are making it 
possible for some shut-in, or some re- 
tired minister, or some aged couple to 
hear again that for which their souls 
yearn. 

Another strong reason I would urge 
the maintenance of “Forward in Faith” 
is that it is a means of reaching and 
keeping in touch with our own people. 
We—that is, the people of the United 
States—are a mobile people. Economy, 
health, and other reasons make it neces- 
sary for people to move. According to the 
Metropolitan Insurance Company Bureau 
of Census, between March, 1957, and 
March, 1958, one-fifth of the popula- 


tion of the United States changed resi- 
dence. One-sixth of those who moved 
migrated to a different State—some from 
the Gulf to the Great Lakes, from the 
east coast to the west coast, from rural 
areas to urban and metropolitan centers. 
It is possible that many have lost con- 
tact with the Church of God. “Forward 
in Faith” is a wonderful means of re- 
establishing contact and putting them 
in touch with the Church. In strange 
cities some soul may have wandered away 
from God who through hearing the joy- 
ous sound of victorious singing and faith- 
ful preaching of this radio ministry will 
return to God and His love. Some way- 
ward son or daughter living away from 
home and godly influence may hear this 
evangelistic effort by way of radio and be 
influenced to turn to the heavenly Father 
and the religion of Mom and Dad, and 
receive with gladness the salvation en- 
joyed by the folks at home. Can we deny 
them the privilege of hearing Church 
of God services 

I call your attention to another group 
of people who must be reached through 
“Forward in Faith”—the ones who do 
not attend any church. They attend no 
religious services at any place of worship 
and are in a class not ordinarily reached 
by the church. They must hear the gos- 
pel. We cannot shrug our shoulders and 
say, “We have churches; let them come,” 
and thus end our obligation. Christ must 
have had these in mind when He said, 
“Go into the highways and hedges.” And 
if we obey Christ, some means must be 
found to get the gospel to these. If they 
will not come to our churches, we must 
take the church to them. ~ 

There are those timid souls who would 
be hesitant to come to Christ in a public 
service. In the quietness of their home 
they may be constrained to receive 
Christ. After coming to Him and truly 
repenting and being filled with the joys

of salvation, they unhesitatingly would 
make public testimony to God’s saving 
grace. 

By all means and in every way, we 
must preach the gospel to every creature. 
This we feel is a means of reaching 
the ones who need Him. If we have 
the means at our disposal and fail to use 
them, can we stand justified before God? 

There is one more reason I would like 
to call to your attention for our sup- 
porting this national radio broadcast. Our 
church work is strong in the East and the 
South. We do have many areas in the 
United States, however, where our work 
is not fully developed. In fact, in some 
areas it just barely has a foothold. These 
areas also need to hear the Church of 
God message. We have been sending 
preachers into these areas for quite some 
time to help us in establishing the 
Church of God in those areas. They, 
however, are limited. Transportation and 
buildings to house the worship services 
are oftentimes difficult to obtain in some 
of these areas. The work they are doing 
is marvelous and we praise God for what 
they are doing. By way of radio, how- 
ever, we can get into those areas and 
find open doors for the Church of God 
which perhaps we never thought existed. 

No doubt, in many of these western 
States, in many towns where we do not 
have churches, there may live a Church 
of God family or someone who is hungry 
for the full gospel as preached by the 
Church of God. Through the broadcast 
they would be able to contact our over- 
seer or some minister who could aid 
them in establishing a church in that 
area. 

This is truly a home mission work. At 
first glance you may not see the profit- 
ableness of sponsoring a broadcast in an 
area where our church work is not 
strong. It perhaps is contrary to all gen- 
erally accepted concepts, as one would 
think the proper thing to do is to put

the broadcast in an area where we have 
a heavy church population. If we con- 
tinue, however, to concentrate all of 
our efforts in our church populated 
areas, then we will not spread into these 
other areas where our work is not strong. 
sponsoring this broadcast in areas un- 
reached by the Church of God, we will 
do much to advance the cause of Christ 
in that area. 

I trust you can see the advisability 
of sponsoring the broadcast in a new 
field and that the Lord will lay it upon 
your heart to help us in reaching all 
that we possibly can with this blessed 
gospel. 

In closing I would like to suggest some 
things that you can do for this national 
radio broadcast of the Church of God. 
First, you can pray for this broadcast. 
I trust you will make it a daily part of 
your petitions to Almighty God and pray 
His blessings upon the work of the broad- 
cast. Pray for the singers on the broad- 
cast. Pray for the announcer, the music 
director, and especially pray for the radio 
minister. They will appreciate your 
prayers. Pray that this broadcast will go 
out into areas that are hungry to hear 
this Pentecostal message. Second, write 
those who are responsible for the broad- 
cast and tell them that you are hear- 
ing the broadcast. If you have some sug- 
gestions by which you feel the broad- 
cast could be improved, please feel free 
to write them and offer such suggestions. 
Third, give us some ideas of areas where 
you think it would be profitable for the 
broadcast to reach. Fourth, you can sup- 
port this worthy ministry by your gifts 
and offerings to the radio broadcast. I 
do trust that you will make this a part 
of your giving, and by this means, we 
shall be able to preach the gospel in 
many places heretofore unreached. Let 
us all join together in this united effort 
to advance the Church of God both 
here and abroad.

It may be of interest to you to 
know that the entire radio staff 
has voluntarily donated their serv- 
ices to the broadcast. Their work 
has been given as a service to God 
through His church. As of August 
1, Bennie S. Triplett, music director 
and announcer for the program, 
will become the first paid employee. 
He will become responsible for the 
office work connected with the 
broadcast; and as time permits, 
he will also visit local churches 
in the interest of the national 
radio broadcast.

THE SCOPE

chased annually. During 1956, 
7,300,000 television sets were pur- 
chased while Americans purchased 
14,500,000 radios. 

Essentially, evangelism is taking 
the gospel to the unconverted 
everywhere by every medium pos- 
sible. There are no media of com- 
munication that influence more 
lives for the investment than does 
radio. There are 142,000,000 radios 
in use today. Americans demand 
that they have radio with them 
everywhere they are—at work, in 
the auto, at a picnic, on a social, 
etc. 

Something that is a vital part 
of American life such as radio 
should be exploited to the fullest 
for God. Contrary to the opinion of 
many, radio is on the increase. 


THE REACHING POWER 


Christians everywhere are talk- 
ing about a greater outreach for 
the gospel. What arm of evangelism 
can reach farther and influence 
more people than radio? What an 
impact radio has made on the 
American way of life. It has set 
the music pattern of our day and 
the whole nation is rockin’ and rol- 
lin’. Thus the die is cast for our 
moral and social standards. The 
gospel heralded in power over 
enough stations will serve as a de- 
terrent to national crime, delin- 
quincy and communistic ideologies. 
America must hear! There is no 
better way for all to hear than 
through this channel. 


Is not “reaching power” one of 
the prime interests of the Church 
of God? If so, radio, the most ef- 
fective reaching agency of our day, 
will help fulfill the purpose of the

church. Modern advertisers are 
spending more money in radio 
than ever before. With them it is 
a matter of “reaching power.” They 
have discovered it pays. No stone 
is left unturned by modern manu- 
facturers to reach the people with 
the message about their products. 
“The children of this world are in 
their generation wiser than the 
children of light,” Luke 16:8. 

Reaching farther faster through 
radio will aid the church in ful- 
filling the great commission to 
evangelize the world. People who 
would never hear otherwise are 
reached and won. Doors are open- 
ed that could be jarred by no 
other media. In the quiet of one’s 
home or auto, he can listen to the 
gospel uninterrupted. Prejudices 
are broken down and the Holy 
Ghost has a chance to convict and 
convince the heart of sin. The A. C. 
Nielsen Research Organization tells 
us that in a single week 41,500,000 
homes listen to radio. What a po- 
tential for the gospel. 


AIDS OTHER PHASES OF 
EVANGELISM 


Radio evangelism augments oth- 
er types of evangelism. It makes a 
definite contribution to mass evan- 
gelism. In fact, it is a form of mass 
evangelism. 

Through this medium the 
ground-work is laid for new 
churches in unchurched and un- 
shepherded areas. The gospel is 
beamed into the area where a 
church is needed and is followed 
up by a campaign or door-to-door 
visitation, thus resulting in a 
thriving congregation. 

There are many remote sections 
of the globe that will not be reached 
by television for years to come that 
already have the facilities of radio. 
Those off the beaten path, out of 
reach of a community church, in 
areas too small to support an or- 
ganized church, have the privilege 
to hear the gospel story—a real

We are always 
aware that the best is the least we can afford to offer 
God. 

It’s almost broadcast time. Reverend H. D. Williams, 
Assistant General Overseer of the Church of God and 
Executive Director of the FORWARD IN FAITH broad- 
cast, steps up to encourage us and bring us up to date 
on the scope, goals, and accomplishments of the de- 
partment. “Almost every week since the first program, 
we have added from one to six new stations to the 
network.” We are informed of the extra services offer- 
ed through this radio ministry such as the “SERMON- 
OF-THE-MONTH.” Reports of people being blessed 
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personally—the outreach in areas such as Alaska and 
Costa Rica and other news—are always encouraging. 

Reverend Paulk reads each prayer request received 
in the mail each week. It is time to pray and every- 
body prays. Many times members of the Executive 
Committee, Rev. James A. Cross, General Overseer; 
Earl P. Paulk, Sr., Assistant General Overseer; H. D. 
Williams, Assistant General Overseer; and A. M. Phil- 
lips, General Secretary-Treasurer, are present to sup- 
port us with their prayers. Occasionally, the radio 
chapel is attended by the general boards of the 

































church, ministers, members, missionaries, and friends 
from all over the world. 


The engineer gets a voice level on the announcer, 
speaker, musicians, and singers. “Choir stands,” 
“Pitch,” “Stand By”—(ten seconds). A little red light 
flashes from the control room signaling that we are 
on the air. “FORWARD IN FAITH,” is followed by 
the singing of “LIKE A MIGHTY ARMY MOVES THE 
CHURCH OF GOD,” and the national broadcast is on 
its way, reaching men, women, boys, and girls in every 
walk of life and stratum of society.

Mrs. Wiggins is the secretary to the FORWARD IN 
FAITH Radio Department. She is responsible for all 
records, correspondence, follow up, transcripts and 
finances; and it is she who puts the final touch to 
the formats before each broadcast. Since the begin- 
ning of this endeavor, she has carried a great portion 
of the work load, serving as secretary to Reverend 
H. D. Williams, Assistant General Overseer, and 
keeping the Radio Department moving along at the 
same time. Eight hours a day does not describe her 
work schedule. She has put in many hours overtime

the church is not in step 
with the world is that she is 
marching to the beat of drums 
from another world.” As it was 
true then, so is it true now that 
the true church of the Lord Jesus 
Christ is not in step with the 
drums of this world, but her ears 
are in tune to the drumbeats of 
another world. Regardless of how 
loud the sounds around her may 


ordinance of man for the Lord’s 
sake: whether it be to the king, 
as supreme; Or unto governors, 
as unto them that are sent by 
him for the punishment of evil- 
doers, and for the praise of them 
that do well. For so is the will of 
God, that with well doing ye may 
put to silence the ignorance of 
foolish men.” 

Herein Peter addresses a chosen 
generation that he calls a peculiar 
people. Not only so, but he labels

be, she yet marches proudly on- 
ward and upward. 

The true followers of Jesus 
Christ are described in the Word 
of God as being pilgrims and 
strangers to this world. Though 
the Christian must live in the 
world, he is not to be a partaker 
of those things that bring about 
enmity with God. The Apostle 
Peter describes this people of God 
in his first epistle, chapter two, 
beginning with verse nine, “But 
ye are a chosen generation, a royal 
priesthood, an holy nation, a pe- 
culiar people; that ye should shew 
forth the praises of him who hath 
called you out of darkness into his 
marvellous light: Which in time 
past were not a people, but are 
now the people of God: which 
had not obtained mercy, but now 
have obtained mercy.” Now note 
carefully the next statement of the 
Apostle Peter, “Dearly beloved, I 
beseech you as strangers and pil- 
grims, abstain from fleshly lusts, 
which war against the soul; Hav- 
ing your conversation honest 
among the Gentiles: that, whereas 
they speak against you as evil- 
doers, they may by your good 
works, which they shall behold, 
glorify God in the day of visita- 
tion. Submit yourselves to every 


them as pilgrims and strangers in 
this world. He encourages them to 
have honest conversation among 
outsiders, and to so live that God 
may be glorified in their daily ac- 
tivities. 

He takes another step in advising 
this peculiar people to submit 
themselves to the ordinance of 
man for the Lord’s sake. He is not 
suggesting that every ordinance of 
man is the best for humanity; but 
is saying that for the sake of the 
gospel, they should submit them- 
selves to those over them in gov- 
ernmental offices. 

The writer of Hebrews also de- 
scribes this group of so-called pil- 
grims and strangers, chapter elev- 
en, beginning with verse thirteen, 
“These all died in faith, not hav- 
ing received the promises, but hav- 
ing seen them afar off, and were 
persuaded of them, and embraced 
them, and confessed that they 
were strangers and pilgrims on 
the earth. For they that say such 
things declare plainly that they 
seek a country. And truly, if they 
had been mindful of that country 
from whence they came out, they 
might have had opportunity to have 
returned. But now they desire a 
better country, that is, an heav- 
enly: wherefore God is _ not 
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ashamed to be called their God: 
for he hath prepared for them a 
city.” Again, we have described for 
us those who died in the faith of 
God and had the hope of a better 
country, though they were looked 
upon as pilgrims and strangers on 
the earth. 

Yes, the true people of God are 
out of step with this world be- 
cause they are marching to the 
drumbeats from another world. 
James tells us, “Friendship with 


the world, the lust of the flesh, 
and the lust of the eyes, and the 
pride of life, is not of the Father, 
but is of the world. And the world 
passeth away, and the lust thereof: 
but he that doeth the will of God 
abideth for ever.” Herein John 
summarizes for us the underlying 
motives of worldliness. 

First, he warns against march- 
ing to the beat of the lust of the 
flesh. In other words, he is saying 
that a man cannot be governed

the world is enmity with God,” 
and Paul said, “Be not conformed 
to this world, but be ye trans- 
formed by the renewing of your 
minds.” Jesus said concerning our 
living by the standards of this 
world, “Ye cannot serve God and 
mammon.” 

God never intended that his cho- 
sen generation should stoop to the 
levels of conforming to the prin- 
ciples and traditions of this pres- 
ent world. The promise was that 
a church would be built, against 
which the gates of hell could not 
prevail. It was intended to march 
through this world without be- 
coming contaminated by it. Its 
eyes were to be fixed upon a bet- 
ter country. Indeed, it was to at- 
tempt to better the world while 
it passed through it, but not to be 
overwhelmed in so doing. 

The beat of worldly drums are 
often loud and enticing. How easy 
it is for one to join in with the 
masses that march to its beats. 
The Apostle John describes for us 
this attraction of the world in his 
first epistle, chapter two, begin- 
ning with verse fifteen, “Love not 
the world, neither the things that 
are in the world. If any man love 
the world, the love of the Father 


& is not in him. For all that is in 


WORLD 


by his appetites, desires and phys- 
ical pleasures. In a day when 
these things are exaggerated and 
every effort is put forth to appeal 
to this side of life, it is most dif- 
ficult not to find oneself marching 
along with the crowd. 


There is no sin in natural ap- 
petites and desires so long as they 
are not illegal or illegitimate. God 
has provided for us wholesome 
outlets for our appetites and de- 
sires if we will only follow His 
Word. Failure to do so only brings 
on suffering and hardship. 


John also warns of marching to 
the beat of the lusts of the eyes. 
He is pointing out the pitfall of 
making our eyes channels of wick- 
edness, for through the eyes we 
look upon the world. The eyes of 
the Christian must be disciplined 
and must bring to the soul visions 
of godliness and true righteous- 
ness. One is only flirting with sin 
when he allows his eyes to look 
only on those things that encour- 
age lustful living. 

Finally John tells us not to walk 
to the drumbeats of the pride of 
life. Envy and a life of covetous- 
ness is the result of pride. Many 
are more concerned about achieve- 
ment and station in life than in 


pleasing God. In truth, pride go- 
eth before destruction. 

The people of God are not to be 
haughty and high-minded, but 
should condescend to men of low 
estate, according to the Scriptures. 
This does not mean that the child 
of God will not be clean and dress 
in an attractive manner. It does 
mean that the outward man will 
not be the place of stress in our 
lives, but the Christian will empha- 
size meekness of heart and purity 
of soul. 

Let it quickly be said that the 
beat of worldly drums are popular 
and draw the crowds. Jesus was 
well aware of this when he said, 
“... wide is the gate, and broad 
is the way, that leadeth to de- 
struction, and many there be 
which go in thereat: because 
Straight is the gate, and narrow 
is the way, which leadeth unto 
life, and few there be that find 
it.” (Matthew 7:13, 14.) Indeed, 
the crowds will follow the easy 
and most glamorous way; but not 
the saint of God, for he will be 
seeking to follow the principles of 
God’s Word and ¢o keep his ears 
in tune to the drumbeats of an- 
other world. 


Worldly drums also beat out 
fear and confusion. No day has 
produced more fear than the day 
in which you and I now live, when 
it is not only possible but even 
probable that many hundreds of 
thousands and even millions could 
be destroyed within a fleeting mo- 
ment. World leaders are no less 
confused than the man of the 
streets. 

I do not believe it was the in- 
tention of God that His children 
should ever be in a state of fear 
or confusion for we realize that our 
goal is that heavenly estate. While 
we must be surrounded by dan- 
gers, fears and confusion, we must 
keep our sight upon our eternal 
goal, for God is not the author of 
confusion, but has given unto us 
peace and joy through our faith 
in the Lord Jesus Christ. 

Millions march to the beat of 
worldly fashions that change with 
the winds. Let those of us who 
call ourselves children of God not 
be so persuaded. Let us be gov- 
erned by the principles of truth

and righteousness as put forth in 
God’s eternal Word. 

The true Christian must march 
to the beat of Calvary. While many 
of this world hear the drumbeats 
around them, some are so dedi- 
cated to God that they can hear 
the slightest beat from the other 
world. Such men would include 
Noah. In spite of those who gath- 
ered about to laugh at his proph- 
ecy of the oncoming flood, he nev- 
ertheless continued to build the ark 
and preach righteousness. Why? 
Because he was not marching to 
the beat of drums about him but 
had heard a voice from the other 
world. Yes, from even beyond space 
he had heard the voice of the liv- 
ing God. 

When comfort meant to stay at 
home, Abraham heard the voice of 
God from the other world com- 
manding him to go into a coun- 
try he knew not of. Gallantly, 
Abraham marched forth to the 
beat of these drums. True, those 
about him thought he was a fool, 
but their ears were not in tune 
with the same drumbeats as these 
of Abraham. 

When the king had decreed that 
if a man should pray he would 
be put in the lion’s den, Daniel 
listened to the voice of God. In 
spite of sure suffering and hard- 
ship, Daniel prayed as was his cus- 
tom to the true and living God. 
You ask, “Preacher, why and how 
can a man defy those about him 
and bring upon himself suffering?” 
Because Daniel was marching to 
the drumbeats of another world. 
Whispering in his ears was the 
voice of the almighty God. 

The list would be long of those 
who marched to the beat of Cal- 
vary, such as Stephen, the Apostle 
Paul and others; but they, like Je- 
sus, were not being governed by 
the traditions and forces about 
them, for they had heard a voice 
from heaven and were marching 
to the glory of God. 

Yes, thank God, there is yet a 
peculiar people. Now this does not 
necessarily mean peculiar in looks 
or doing things that are odd. It 


means being peculiar in conversa- 
tion. The ability to have a con- 
versation that is seasoned with 
godliness and love. It means being 
peculiar in action. To know how 
to follow peace with all men. To 
know how to forgive when for- 
giveness goes against the grain. To 
know how to love when the object 
may not be loveable. This means 
peculiar for the glory of God. 

Not only so, but those who are 
pilgrims and strangers are those 
who have their affections set on 
things above. Those who have their 
citizenship in heaven and not here 
in this world. 

To what drumbeat are you 
marching today? Is it a life of 
lust and pride or one of self- 
denial, sacrifice and the willing- 
ness to turn the other cheek? Oh, 
but God needs a people in this 
day. He needs a nation that will 
rise up and declare righteousness 
and true holiness as the need for 
this hour. 


God does not always thunder at 
us out of the heavens, but some- 
times He speaks softly and ten- 
derly. If we are spiritually in tune, 
we can hear the faintest whisper 
from our heavenly Father, and our 
lives will meet the challenge that 
comes forth from the other world. 
Yes, like a mighty army moves 
the people of God throughout this 
earth to proclaim peace and holi- 
ness. Marching to the drumbeats 
from another world. Surely, often 
to suffer and sometimes to be 
killed, but never to stop until that 
glorious day when Jesus Christ will 
come again to receive his own un- 
to Himself. 


You can join this happy band 
that marches onward and upward. 
You must be willing to confess 
your sins and believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ and then to obey his 
eternal Word. Would you like to 
be included in this group who are 
willing to sacrifice for the glory 
of God? Do so now, by listening to 
that voice that’s softly and ten- 
derly pleading. It is the voice of 
Calvary.

Radio evangelism is in keeping 
with the New Testament plan of 
taking the gospel to the people in- 
stead of waiting for them to come 
to the organized meeting.
